DOWN 60 POTATOES 


That is the Outlook in Cue Balance 


of Crop ia Moved—Car Situa- 


tion Improves 


The following telegram was receiv- 


ed today by the Civic & Commerce 
association of Stevens Point from the 
federal food administration in reply 
to the resolutions wired to Washing- 
ton last Friday: 


"The food administration is work* 


ing closely with the railroad adminis- 
tration in endeavoring to have cars 
furnished the potato loading centers 
of Central Wisconsin. The importance 
of the problem in fully realized and 
every effort is being made to afford 
relief." 


While the situation is still serious, 


there is no doubt that the pressure 
that has been brought to bear on the 
authorities 
at 
Washington 
has 


brought some results.. Shippers are 
finding less difficulty in obtaining box 
cars for potato shipments, although 
refrigerator cars are lalmost unob- 
tainable by shippers not associated 
with commission firms havin<" leases 
on private refrigerator cars. The use 
of box cars adds about 10 cents a 
bushel to the cost of delivering pota- 
toes t<» market, a* this about repre- 
sents the co-^t of lining them as a pro- 
tection against freezing. 


Potatoes are being brought to Ste- 


vens Point in greater volume than at 
any oiher time during the current 
season.. The price t<*lay ranged from 
80 to 'JO cents for No. 1 white stock. 
It is predicted, however, that as the 
movement of potatoes to market in- 
creases the price will go down to a 
much lower notch. 


Although persistent efforts are be- 


- ing made to secure cars with which to 


bridge the chasm between the produ- 
cer and the consumer, the potato sit- 
uation in Portage county has improv- 
ed but little during'the past several 
days. 


At most points in the county ship- 


ments have been heavier, but on the 
whole t-.t 
situation is but 
little 


changed. Unless prompt and vigor- 
ous steps are taken, as have been ad- 
vocated to Director General of Rail- 
roads McAdoo, thousands of bushels 
of Central Wisconsin potatoes will 
be lost to the nation so far as their 
use as food is concerned. 


The growers j'ist now are not so 


much concerned about the price as 
they are about the possibility of get- 
ting the potatoes onto the markets, 
there to be distributed to consumers 
at a price that would encourage in- 
creased consumption. To market the 
balance of the bumper potato crop 
during the next couple <tf months 
would undoubtedly flood the market 
and cause a further drop in price, 
but the consumption of these would 
serve to create a substantial saving 
in those staple foods needed for trans- 
portation abroad. "I wouldn't care if 
I only ?ot 50 cents a hundred for my 
potatoes if I only knew they would 
be used," remarked gne grower to 
The Gazette Tuesday. 
He pointed 


out particularly the saving of wheat 
that would be effected through in- 
creased consumption of potatoes. 


"Further proof of the foresight of 


the directors of the Civic & Commerce 
association, who last fall started their 
investigations of the potato situation 


* in anticipation of a car shortage, has 


been brought to light daily. 
Last 


week a controversy between Food Ad- 
ministrator Hoover and Secretary Mc- 
Adoo regarding the reason for the 
non-transportation of foodstuffs, oc 
cupied the attention of the nation. 
Mr. Hoover charged that the trouble 
was due to the fact that cars were not 
available, due to a congestion in the 
east. He said that up to the first of 
February less than 60*?r of the normal 
ratio of potatoes had been moved. Mr. 
McAdoo took issue with him. but the 
controversy was finally settled by Mr. 
McAdoo's assertion that the railroad 
administration would see to the get- 
ting of cars to producing centers 
where the need was brought by Mr. 
Hoover to the attention of the trans- 
portation department. 


It will Uke considerably more than 


a thousand cars, loaded at maximum 
capacity, to move the balance of the 
Portage county potato crop to mar- 
ket, it is estimated. 
It is believed 


there are still three-quarters of a 
million bushels of Portage county po- 
tatoes waiting to be marketed, while 
a similar situation prevails in other 
potato producing section* of the state. 


At the conference held in the pub- 


lic library in Stevens Point last 
Thursday, the situation was thorough- 
ly discussed and remedial measures 
suggested. At the afternoon session 
there was an attendance of more than 
fifty, mostly farmers, but no definite 
steps were taken, due largely to the 
fact that the airing of local grievan- 
ces, 
particularly 
against 
buyers, 


caused interference 
with the main 


topic 
under 
discussion—the 
car 


shortage. 
P. N. Peterson of Amber**, secre- 


tary of the state potato shippers' or- 
ganisation, said that the situation, 
while'deplorable, was largely due to 
the fact that the government is 
swamped with the transportation of 
product* directly needed in the pros- 
ecution of the war, including var- 
ious food products, munition*, etc. He 
said the association he represents has 
tried hard to secure relief but so far 
had been unable to gain any definite 
results. He also declared he believed 
the government was doing all in its 
power to move foodstuffs, but •• «p 


against a hard proposition and doing 
the best it coula. 


E. B. Robertson, president of the 


Civic 4 Commerce association, who 
presided at the meeting, emphasized 
the point that unless producers co- 
operate and keep up their demands 
for relief, they'll get nothing. 
He 


pointed out that it is a fact that those 
interests which maintain a more ag- 
gressive attitude in their efforts to 
obtain relief, will be taken care of 
ahead of others less active. 
There 


were various other speakers, but the 
only action taken was' the appoint- 
ment of a committee to draw up reso- 
lutions to be submitted to the author- 
ities at Washington. This committee 
was composed of Mayor Walters, P. 
N. Peterson and District Attorney 
Pfiffner. 


The evening session wasi not so 


largely attended, but the discussions 
had a more direct bearing on the car 
nuesticn. 
H. N. Nelson of Amherst 


Junction presented figures to show 
that his village had suffered greatly 
from lack of cars. It was finally sug- 
gested that it might be a move in the 
right direction to send a delegation 
to Washington to take up the question 
direct with the federal officials. 
On 


motion. E. B. Robertson of this city 
and 0. A. Crowel of Almond were in- 
vited to make the trip, the cost to be 
apportioned to the various potato 
producing centers. 
Mr. Robertson 


has been active in working on a solu- 
tion of the problem for weeks and Mr. 
Crowell has also devoted much time 
!.•('. thought to the subject. 
The lat- 


j NT recently returned from Washing-! 
ton. \vl:.-re he was promised 500 cars j 
for Portage county. 


Th? receipt of additional informa- 


!t'o-i the last of the week resulted in 
the abandonment, temporarily at least, 
of the plan to go to Washington. Re- 
ports indicated that the potato situa- 
tion was not suffering from lack of 
att?ntion on the part of Wisconsin in- 
terests directly or indirectly interest- 
ed in the potato industry,- and there 
has been strong evidence of the fact 
that the federal authorities recognize 
the seriousness of the situation and 
will endeavor to solve the problem. 
Under these conditions it was felt that 
the expense of sending the delegation 
to Washington would probably not be 
justified by what the committee could 
hope to accomplish. Messrs. Robert- 
son and Crowell thereupon concluded 
to call off the trip, for the present at 
least. 


At the evening meeting of the po- 


tato conference last Thursday the fol- 
lowing resolutions, submitted by the 
committee appointed for that purpose, 
were adopted and were forwarded by 
telegram Thursday to Herbert C. Hoo- 
ver, 
federal food administrator*, at 


Washington: 


"Whereas, Due to the abundant 


supply of potatoes, made 
possible 


largely because of the splendid patri- 
otic response to the food administra- 
tion's larger-production campaign, and 
also due to the lack of transportation 
facilities, the potato interests and far- 
mers of central Wisconsin face an 
enormous loss because they cannot 
move their bumper crop to market; 
and 


"Whereas, The nation faces a ser- 


ious loss in that if these potatoes are 
not moved they will rot in the base- 
ments and warehouses and the con- 
sumer will consequently be injured by 
the loss of food. 


"Now, 
Therefore. We, the potato 


interests, farmers, bankers and. busi- 
ness men of central Wisconsin who 
wish to benefit the nation by produc- 
tion and preservation of food, hereby 
petition your honor to take immediate 
and energetic action to provide cars 
for the transportation of the potato 
crop of central Wisconsin »to the 
places of demand—to the city mar- 
kets, where they are needed for im- 
mediate consumption, and to the 
south, where they are needed for 
seed." 


AMHERST HARD HIT 
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GOLDEN ANNIVERSARY;BACK FROM MADISON 


The village of Amherst was rep- 


resented at the potato conference in 
Stevens Point last Thursday byP. N. 
Peterson. E. N. Wold and C. W. Ut- 
gard. who were authorized by the 
Amherst Advancement association to 
favor any definite movement 
that 


might tend to relieve the situation. 
Mr. Utgard told The Gazette that up 
to last Thursday but 161 carloads of 
potatoes had been shipped 
out 
of 


Amherst during the present season, 
with a bumper crop harvested. Last 
year, when the potato supply was far 
below normal. 
152 carloads 
were 


shipped in the corresponding period. 
He estimated that at least 400 cars 
were needed to transfer the balance 
of the crop to be marketed at Am- 
herst

Catholic Diocese of Green Bay Was 


Organized 50 Years Ago—Made 


Wonderful Progress 


Next Sunday, March 3rd, marks the 


50th anniversary of the organization 
of the Catholic diocese of Green Bay, 
in which territory is now included Ste- 
vens Point and Portage county. Right 
Rev. 
Joseph Melchers was appointed 


the first bishop and at that time the 
diocese contained 27 parishes and 41 
missions, the spiritual needs of which 
were looked after by 26 priests. The 
Catholic population numbered 40,000, 
scattered over an area of 15>000 square 
miles. Bishop Melchers was succeed- 
ed in turn by Bishops Krautbauer, 
Katzer, Messmer, Fox, and the present 
head of the diocese, Right Rev. Paul 
P. Rhode. Four of the former bishops 
and over ninety from the priesthood 
have {rone to their eternal reward 
during1 the past half century. 


The diocese at present includes 1G4 


parishes and 75 missions with churches 
106 parish schools with an enrollment 
of 24,38fi pupils; one boarding school 
for children, 3 colleges for young men, 
ami one academy for young: ladies; two 
Indian schools, on? diocesan orphan 
homp, 3 private asylums and 9 hos- 
rital?; 7 religious orders for men and 
17 communities of Sisters. The popu- 
lation is estimated at 149,000.

"Whereas, The potato crop of Wis- 


consin for the year 1917 was many 
millions of bushels more than in any 
previous year and the crop of the 
United States between fifty and sev- 
enty-five million bushels more than 
any previous year, and 


"Whereas, A much smaller percent- 


age of the 1917 crop has been mar- 
keted up to the present time than in 
other years at the same time due to 
the shortage of shipping facilities, 
and"Whereas, The consumption of po- 
tatoes has become very limited due to 
the smaller quantity shipped and also 
due to the consumer having been edu- 
cated to substitute other f<£>ds to 
such an extent that the furnishing of 
cars alone would not furnish the nec- 
essary relief, and 


"Whereas, Millions of bushels of 


potatoes are being fed to stock and 
also many millions of bushels will not 
be consumed in any form under pres- 
ent conditions and at a time when it 
is most needed to conserve other food 
products, and 
"Whereas, The potato growing far- 


mers of this state will not and can not 
be expected to continue raising pota- 
toes when no opportunity is given 
them to dispose of same. Now, There- 
fore, be it 
"Resolved by the assembly, the sen- 


ate concurring. That the state council 
of defense be directed to at once es- 
tablish potato distributing centers in 
this state and to take all other action 
so that the 1917 potato crop of this 
state may he properly disposed of in 
justice to the producer and consumer. 
And be it 


"Resolved. That the food adminis- 


tration of the United States be res- 
pectfully requested to do for the po- 
tato growers of the country generally 
the things herein directed to be done 
by the state council of defense. And 
be it furtheV 


"Resolved, That a copy of this res- 


olution be at once forwarded to the 
state council of defense and to the 
food administration at Washington, D. 
C.n 


The bill for increased wages for 


normal school teachers was defeated 
in the senate and did not reach the 
assembly.

due primarily to the fact that 
it 


carried a "blanket" increase instead 
of an increase based on merit. 
He 


said that in his opinion there were 
many normal school teachers who de- 
served even more than the bill called 
for.

opportunity to show," said Senator 
Witter.

ly, eye trouble is to be suspected. 
Such headaches are cured sometimes, 
by correcting the light under which 
one works, but oftenest by the appli- 
cation of absolutely correct glasses. 
The first thing in order is a trip to 
the occulist. Not only the eyes, but the 
teeth, ears, or nose may be at fault 
in causing Headaches. Often an op- 
eration to remove adenoids will re- 
move the headache tendency at the 
same time. 
An inheritance which brings head- 


aches in its wake is the gift of too 
much "temperament," 
Measures of

Native Stevens Pointer Invests in 


Minnesota Real Estate Now Val- 


ued at $40,000 to $100.000 


An investment of $720 in a forty 


acre tract of land near Hibbing, 
Minn., has brought much wealth to 
Hal R. Martin, a former Stevens 
Point boy and son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Dell H. Martin, now residents of Har- 
vey, 111. The land is located at a sta- 
tion called Emmert, only a short dis- 
tance beyond Hibbing, and was pur- 
chased from the state of Minnesota. 
The appraisers 
neglected to indi- 


cate that it was crossed by two rail- 
road lines, although no right-of-way 
had been sold. Mr. Martin sued the 
Great Northern road for the value of 
its right-of-way across the property 
and obtained $3,000 in settlement of 
the case. When the case came on for 
trial testimony was adduced tending 
to show that the tract was worth 
from $40,000 to $100,000.

Smith, but the latter advised that the 
state's rights were foreclosed when 
Hal made the purchase.

For the past 
several years he practiced his profes- 
sion at Edgerton.

ald's editor, John H. White. The fol- 
lowing in last Saturday's issue has a 
local flavor: 


Gilbert Nelson of the town of Lin- 


coln doesn't dream very often but 
when he does he goes at ifc like Kelley 
fought the goat. Recently he dreamed 
the Germans had landed in Stevens 
Point and after destroying that city, 
were headed for Marshfield. 
Some- 


thing had to be done to head them off. 
Summoning Emil Prust of Chili by 
phone the two were soon on the way 
to the scene of the conflict. 
They 


traveled 
by airship and arriving 


there found the Point in ruins and the 
army headed this way. Returning as 
quick as they could Prust set to work 
building a big battle ship and Gilbert 
busied 
himself 
gathering 
cannon. 


Everything worked like magic and 
soon they were in readiness to meet 
the enemy, who were approaching the 
city from the south and were al- 
ready cannonading the waterworks.

SOLDIERS MUCH SAFER NOW 


Surgeon-General Gorgas says in 


the March American Magazine: 


"There seems to be an impression 


in this country that to fight in the 
present war means almost sure death 
to-a soldier. As a matter of fact, both 
in the danger from disease and in the 
deadliness of the actual fighting there 
is no comparison between the war in 
Europe to-day and our Civil War. 


"In the Civil War our mortality 


was something over five per cent for 
the four years. 
It is true that the 


French arimes suffered almost exactly 
the same death losses during the first 
five months of this war. But people 
must not forget that those first five 
months were the most disastrous pe- 
riod, especially for the Allies, who 
were unprepared in every way. 


"By 1916 the French had reduced 


their mortality to only about two per 
cent for twelve months! 
That is a 


rate of only twenty per thousand. 
Even in civil life a rate of thirteen to 
if teen per thousand is usual. There- 
fore it is evident that the additional 
war risk is surprisingly low. 


"After a three days' battle in our 


Zivil War—such a battle as Gettys- 
>urg, for instance—a third of the men 
ngaged were left on the field. You 
cannot find in the present conflict any 
three days as disastrous as that."

Author John Synge's Declarations Re- 


garding Temperament of Peasants 


of the West of Ireland. 


There Is n significant phrase in one 


of John Synge's books, says the Medi- 
cal Times. Speaking of the spiritual- 
ity und wildness of the peasants of 
the west of Ireland, he remarks: 


"There Is an affinity between the 


moods of those people and the moods 
of varying rapture and dismay that 
are frequent In artists nnd In certain 
forms of alienation." These peasants, 
descendants of an ancient bard that 
were chased to the West, are said to 
be born poets. 
Synge noted In them 


the quick changes from gloominess to 
gayety, and snw the relation of these 
changes and the Celtic dreaminess to 
the genius that has shown itself among 
these people. 


Especially acute was his realization 


that" such traits bear some relation to 
maniac-depressive Insanity, though ho 
did not ^understand that the genius is 
not insane bat specially predisposed 
to insanity becanse of his delicately 
organized nervous system. 
When the 


genius becomes clinically Insane he 
ceases, perforce, to be a creative art- 
ist 
All the confusion about genius 


and insanity is unnecessary if these 
simple facts be kept in mind. 


Poet and Blacksmith. 


The professor came to be a neigh- 


bor of the blacksmith In the year 
1S37. 
As he walked dally past the 


smithy and the simple comfortable 
home of the blacksmith, he came to 
watch and know the kindly man. It 
was not long before they became good 
friends. 
The blacksmith was proud 


of his home, and doubtless told the 
professor how happy he was when, in 
1S25. he hnd made his first arrange- 
ments to buy it from a man named 
Torrey nancock. And perhaps some- 
times they talked about the wonderful 
spring that was famous for Its clear 
and sparkling waters, for this was 
right at hand. Below the spot where 
the spring gushed forth, the women 
of the town still did their washing.

The sheriff turned in 
also and, still driving the team, gave 
hot chase to Bempke, who first hie 
behind the barn on the farm and then 
hoping to throw his pursuer off the 
track, circled around the house on top 
of a hill.

DR, W, J. CRONYN DEAD 


I'rominent MilwauKeean, Husband of 


Former Stevens Point Lady, 


Passes Away 


Dr. William Jerome Cronyn, one of 


Wisconsin's most distinguished and 
patriotic citizens and son-in-law of 
the late Judge and Mrs. G. W. Cate 
of Stevens Point, died at his home, 
131 Fourteenth 
street, Milwaukee, 


last Wednesday after an illness of 
three weeks. 


The body was brought to Stevens 


Point Saturday, arriving in the after- 
noon. 
It was taken immediately to 


Forest cemetery, where burial took 
place. 
Rev. Arthur H. Lord, rector 


of St. James Episcopal church of 
Milwaukee, officiated at the service 
at the grave. At Milwaukee funeral 
services were conducted by Rev. Mr. 
Lord at the Cronyn horns Friday af- 
ternoon. 


Those who accompanied the body to 


this city, in addition -to Rev. Mr. 
Lord, were the widow, h i: sister, 
Mrs. G. M. Dahl of New York c.tyi

Dr. Cronyn was a native of the pro-

city.

Constantinople' 
iiud Smyrna, a few seaports—thou- 
sands of Americans have seen those. 
Very few American-* have made the 
Inland voyage. Behold, time, the city 
if KaKariyeh, half-way between the 
Mediterranean and the Black sea, 
served by no railroad, yet a thriving 
place of CO.(HK) people, playing some- 
thing like the role of a Chicago to 
Constantinople's New York, writes a 
correspondent. 


Aproaching Kaisariyeh of a morning 


one sees it haloed by a haze of light 
blue smoke. 
It rises from the fumes 


from the charcoal braziers, which are 
set out on the roofs until they are well 
alight, for these first fumes from the 


li.v.ly burning charcoal, odorless and 


scarcely visible, are fatal In the in- 
closed air of a room. Later the clear 
sunlight bathes the housetops and the 
towering form of Mount Argaeus rises 
like a snow-capped sentinel behind the 
city. The streets are full of a motley 
crowd, gray-bearded sheiks of the old 
regime pausing to exhange the elabo- 
rate bows and greetings ordained by 
formality, and young officers of the 
Young Turks' party riding by on rest- 
less horses. 


At sunrise, noon and sunset, the

The main body, or central council of 
defense at Washington, consists of the 
secretaries of war. navy, interior, a?- 
riculture, commerce and labor. 
The 


advisory commission consists of rail- 
road presidents, financiers, manufac- 
turers, educators and specialists in 
particular lines. The board act* as n 
clearing house for the war industry 
needs of the nation with authority to 
determine the most effective ways of 
meeting them, nnd the best means and 
methods of increasing production, in- 
cluding the creation or extension of 
industries 
demanded by the emer- 


gency ; the relative urgency of the dif- 
ferent needs, also considering 
price 


factors, industrial and labor aspects 
and conditions affecting food supplies 
and prices. The authority of the coun- 
cil is nation wide.
